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@ Strawberries and raspberries that 
are grown in Canada are brought un- 
der ceilings lower than maximum 
prices paid by consumers last year 
but higher than prices paid in 1942, 
the Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
announces. It is the first time these 
berries have been placed under a ceil- 
ing, in line with the Board's policy of 
controling prices of all main fruit and 
vegetable crops. 
@ Use of paperboard is now prohibit- 
ed for production or pacaging of such 
items as paper napkins, towels and 
doilies, individual servings of cereal 
products, and individual containers 
for clothing, except footwear. . Re- 
strictions are also applied in many 
other products, except for primary 
containers for most food products, 
medical preparations, and matches. 
@ R. Bruce Hall, enforcement counsel 
of the Board for Alberta said that 
everyone who has paid or been asked 
to pay what he feels is an exorbitant 
price for a used motor behicle should 
communicate with nearest office of 
the Board, in Edmonton, Calgary Leth 
bridge, Medicine, Red Deer or Grande 
Prairie. Mr. Hall stated that the 
Board is very anxious to prevent any 
black market developing on used cars. 
and that it is only through the pubiic 
reporting any such infraction that at- 
tempts to sell above the ceiling can 
be checked. 
@ The increased coupon value for 
maple syrup allowed between Febru- 
ary 3rd. and May 31 covered the per- 
iod of maple syrup production when 
most direct sales from producer to 
consumer are made. 
@ Such items as the selling price of 
men’s khaki shirts, or bologna in a 
butcher shop, or a ride in a taxi are 
all governed by wartime regulations, 
as three offenders were reminded 
when thy were fined for infractions 
in Edmonton police court this week. 
@ The Winnipge Free Press estimates 
that wheat acreage in the prairie 
provinces has increased by 13 per 
cent this year, rising from 19 million 
acres to 21,200,000 acres. 
@ A single plant of wild mustard, 
stinkweed, foxtail or pigweed, can 
produce from 10,000 to 20,000 seeds; 
shepherd’s purse can run as high as 
50,000 seeds, and tumbling mustard 
tops them all with 1,500,000 seeds. 
These are single plants and nota 
whole field of weeds, so it can be im- 
agined what would happen if a farm 
was let go to weeds.

MEETING OF THE 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


A meeting of the Board of Health 
was held on Monday, June 5th. at 
which it was decided that owing to 
the prevalence of Mumps, Chicken- 
Pox and German Measles it would be 
advisable to postpone the _ school 
sports set for Friday, June 9th. 

A Resolution was passed that the 
Sports Day shall not be held before 
the 26th. of June and then only if no 
further cases of the above diseases 
have been reported. 

A letter from the secretary of the 
Strathmore Home and School wag 
read and received favorable considera 
tion. This letter will be discussed at 
the Council Meeting to be held on 
Tuesday, June 6th. 
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Experiments in the extraction of oil 
from the tar sands along the Athabas- 
ca river in Northern Alberta will be 
resumed within the next few months, 
Resources Minister Crerar said yes- 
terday in the Commons. 

A separating plant is nearing com 
pletion near Waterways, Alta. and 
will be in operation by June I1st., Mr. 
Crerar said during examination of an 
estimate of $145,000 set aside in his 
war appropriation estimates for devel- 
opment of the tar sands. A refinery 
was being built and likely would be in 
operation by September Ist. 

Development of the sands was still 


in the experimental stage. There 
were many problems to be solved be- 
fore the exploitation of the sands 
could result in commercial success. 


As to an election and its probable 
time, Mr. King has given no word, 
neither publicly nor privately; neither 
to the caucus nor, it is said to his 
colleagues. He has always said that 
winning the war must be the first 
cnosideration. That holds still. The 
clear implication is that the election, 
and when it is to be held, will be a 
wholly secondary affair. 

The idea depends nevertheless, that 
whether there is voting before Christ- 
mas or after the New Year this, very 
probably, may be the last session of 
Parliament. 

It is the fifth regular session. That 
limit has been rarely exceeded al- 
though there would be time for an- 
other uninviting session to start, even 
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if it didn’t finish. No talk is heard 
and apparently no idea is entertained 
of an extension of the parliamentary 
term. Constitutionally, this  Parlia- 
ment will expire, by the effluxion of 
time, on April 17 of next year. No 
Liberal administration ever stayed on 
till the last horn blew. Whether they 
won or whether they lost, they always 
went before they really had to. The 
records show that governments exer 
cising their constitutional right of 
staying on faithfully to the very end

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Racial origins always make for an 


interesting study. Unlike the United 


States, Canada cannot yet be called 
a “melting pot”. About one-half of 


the population of this Dominion (5,715 
004) belong to the British Isles races; 
some 30 percent (3.483,0388) to the 
French race and 18 per cent to other 
European races, the 1941 census 
shows. Asiastics number less than 
one per. cent. Increase in origins— 
the French by 18.9 per cent, British 
Isles, 6.2 per cent, other European, 
races by 11 per cent. The number of 
Asiatics, it is shown, dropped by 12 
per cent, mainly by a 25 per cent fall- 
ing off in the number of Chinese. It 
is also interesting to note that those 
of European origin born in Canada in 
the past ten years increased by 63.8 
per cent compared with 55.3 per cent 
in the ten years before. British 
Isles origin born in Canada went 
from 75.0 to 79.8 per cent. 

Soldiers’ Graves Marked— 

The land containing Canadian war 
graves overseas is held in perpetuity 
for the Canadian people in the name 
of the Dominion Government, and 
bereaved parents will be interested to 
know that even during hostilities the 


Imperial War Graves Commission 
sees to it that graves are properly 
marked and cared for. When war 


ends one of the first duties of the 
Commission will be the replacement 
of all temporary memorials with per- 
manent headstones. Now all known 
graves will remain marked by special- 
ly designed wooden crosses, even 
with the Star of David in the case of 
Jewish graves. Ample space is to be 
provided on the permanent stone for 
a personal inscription and the engrav- 
ing of a religious emblem, if the next 
of kin so desires. Relatives who wish 
to make enquiries about war graves 
should address them to Imperial War 
Graves Commision, Canadian Agency 
312 Transportation. Building, Ottawa. 

Canadian research has licked the 
dread poison ivy, and the Botany DI- 
vision of the Central Experimental 
Station, Ottawa, now gives you the 
solution, Ammonium Sulphamate, to 
be applied early in June or as near 
as possible to the blossoming stage 
Used as a spray (three-quarters of a 
pound per gallon of water treats 100 
square feet) it’s sure fire dope, but 
be sure and keep it directed on the 
plants to be eradicated. The action 
is a gradual drying up action on the 
foliage. 

By such things a future internation- 
al relations can be greatly furthured. 
Some forty Canadian cities and towns 
have adopted Cities in Soviet Russia. 
Our part of the friendship “pact” in- 
cludes gathering of clothing. hospital 
equipment for the Canadian Aid to 
Russia Fund, exchanging of informa- 
tion between organizations and in- 
dividuals. For instance, the city of 
Fort William, Ontario has prepared a 
Pictorial folder with captions and 
texts in Russian, sent it to Poltawa 
the Soviet city adopted. 

The plan under the four-year bacon 
agreement with the United Kingdom 
means in essence that she will take 
from Canada as much in the next four 
years as in the past four years, and 
here are the figures of our shipments; 
330,000,000 pounds in 1940; 440 million 
pounds in 1941; 600,000,000 in 1942

One time newsboy, butcher’s boy. 


farm-laborer, bank-clerk, ditch digger 
mosquito contro] foreman house paint 
er, sailor and mountain guide, assist- 
ant professor of English at University 
Colege, Toronto, and at present on 
active senvice with the Canadian 
Army, Earle Birney has a wealth of 
colorful experiences for transmuta- 
tion into poetry. Born in Calgary in 
1904, receiving his public school ed- 
ucation in Banff and secondary educa- 
tion in British Columbia he from time 
to time flees from the “basilisk’’ eye 
of Toronto to the mountains and the 
forests and to his constant love, the 
sea. 

“ve had enough of this 

Ontario, this eunuch sea 

And pastured fenced nonentity. 

I’m off to where a seafresh sun 

Slants golden warm across 

Dwarfed Jurassic woods of moss.” 

Birney is keenly aware of his en- 
vironment and the age in which he 
lives. His speech and rhythms are 
contemporaneous, communicative and 
direct. Two of his poems, “Anglo- 
Saxon Street” and War Winter’, how- 
ever, clever intricate exercises in com 


enert 


position, divorced from convention, 
are poems of manner rather than sub 
stance. The modern school, anxious 


to escape from arthritic traditional- 
ism often gives us instead, a display 
of verbel calisthenics. interesting, 
but with little carry over. 

The long narrative poem “David”, 
compels the reader’s imagination and 
participation. A story of mountain- 
eering, it breathes the air of great 
heights, and that mysterious spiritual 
relation that exists among those who 
climb. Terse, sinewy, with dynamic 
imagery drawn from the 
ure resources of language, it strides 
to its climax. Youth is stabbed into 
age in the space of a few seconds, by 
the shock of tragedy. There is no 
waste of words in the poet’s expres 
sion of grief. 

“And none but the sun and incuri- 

ous clouds have lingered 

Around the marks of that day on 

the Finger 

That day, the last of my youth, on 

the last of our mountains.” 

Originality and quality distinguish 
Birney’s work. ‘Reverse on the Coast 
Range” is nature poetry in terms of 
machine-guns, big battalions, howit- 
bers and broadsides. ‘‘Monody on a 
century”, with its lyrical simplicity 
says more of our age.
